The  Final  Countdown  . . . 

Completion  Of  A  Morgan  Dollar  Set

Some  time  ago,  I  wrote  about  completing  my  Barber  Half  Dollar 
collection  Tins  time,  I  would  like  to  share  with  you  the  completion  of 
another  numismatic  journey  -  the  completion  of  my  Morgan  Dollar  set 
I  his  will  include  the  final  eight  coins  of  my  set 

The  first  coin  of  the  final  eight  countdown  is  the  1893-S  In  the 
summer  of  1993  I  began  to  seriously  search  for  this  elusive  key  date  in  the 
grade  I  required  -  a  nice  very  good 


After  receiving  one  of  the  monthly  com  magazines  and  browsing 
t  trough  it  at  lunch  the  next  day,  I  came  upon  an  advertisement  from  a 
major  coin  firm  in  New  Hampshire.  I  called  immediately,  only  to  be  told 
that  the  coin  had  already  been  sold  Within  a  couple  of  pages,  I  came 
across  an  advertisement  from  a  firm  in  Wisconsin  My  fingers  dialed  the 
number  as  fast  as  they  could  Upon  inquiring  about  the  coin,  it  was  still 
available  I  reserved  the  com,  and  sent  the  money  order  that  night  A  few 
days  later  the  com  arrived  by  registered  mail.  It  wasjust  what  I  wanted 

Second  on  the  list  was  the  1889-CC.  With  the  Iowa  State 
mmsmatic  Convention  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa  in  October  1994,  my  chance 
of  acquiring  another  key  date  dollar  seemed  pretty  good  A  dealer  friend  of 
mine  had  asked  me  to  help  him  work  the  show  that  weekend,  and  now  my 
chances  seemed  to  be  even  better. 

About  mid  afternoon,  I  made  a  round  of  the  bourse  floor  in  search 
of  an  1889-CC  dollar  Only  one  was  to  be  found  that  day,  so  I  made  my 
purchase  and  returned  to  our  table. 

Acquisition  of  the  third  dollar,  and  1893-0,  came  from  a  mail  bid 
sale  in  March  of  1995  I  had  tried  a  few  previous  sales,  but  without  any 
success.  Now  we  are  down  to  five. 

The  fourth  dollar  on  the  list,  an  1895-S,  was  acquired  at  a  coin 
S  low  in  Oskalooska,  Iowa  It  was  a  nice  circulated  example  which  fit 
nicely  into  by  album  The  anticipation  of  completing  the  set  was  now 
higher  than  it  had  been  before. 


Over  the  next  six  months,  I  tried  several  mail  bid  auction  to  obtain 
an  example  of  one  of  the  final  four  dollars  needed  to  complete  my  set 

Dollars  number  five  and  six  would  be  obtained  at  the  Iowa 
Numismatic  Association  State  Show  in  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa.  Anticipation  for 
attending  this  show  was  high.  Motel  reservations  were  made  six  weeks  in 
advance  The  stage  was  set. 

Upon  arriving  in  Fort  Dodge  on  Friday  evening,  I  checked  into 
the  motel,  ate  supper,  went  to  my  room  and  fine  tuned  my  want  list. 

Saturday  morning  found  me  anxious  to  get  over  to  the  bourse 
area  The  long  awaited  day  had  finally  arrived,  so  I  gathered  my  want  list 
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and  loupe  and  went  to  eat  breakfast  While  eating  breakfast,  1  double 
checked  my  want  list  with  the  latest  pricing  information  at  hand 

After  registering  and  signing  up  for  the  door  prizes  to  be  given 
away  during  the  weekend,  1  began  to  make  my  way  around  the  bourse  area 
for  the  first  time.  My  routine  is  to  walk  around  the  entire  floor  once  before 
buying  anything.  This  helps  to  prevent  that  urge  to  buy  the  first  coin  1 
come  across.  Also,  it  gives  me  a  broad  idea  of  who  has  what  on  display.  It 
really  seems  to  work  to  my  advantage  most  of  the  time. 

The  first  dealer  I  visited  was  Ralph  Reeves  from  Omaha.  While 
•  here  I  examined  several  nice  circulated  Peace  Dollars  that  were  required 
for  my  set.  Ralph  quoted  me  a  price  I  could  not  refuse,  and  the  sale  was 
complete. 

Continuing  down  the  aisle  to  Ron's  Coins,  1  spotted  dollars 
number  five  and  six.  Dollar  number  five  was  an  1885-CC  issue  in  MS-60. 
Number  six  was  a  nice  circulated  1903-0  I  asked  to  look  at  the  two  coins, 
and  after  examination,  a  price  was  quoted  for  both  coins  that  was  accepted 
without  hesitation.  With  the  transaction  complete,  I  continued  on  down  the 
aisle 

Dollars  number  seven  and  eight  were  not  to  be  found  at  that  show, 
but  I  did  manage  to  buy  quite  a  few  other  coins  that  were  on  my  list  and  in 
my  price  range 

November  appeared  on  the  calendar  almost  overnight,  and  with  it 
came  several  mail  bids  in  the  mail  box.  Dollar  number  seven,  a  circulated 
example  of  1893,  finally  fell  victim  to  my  bid  A  bid  earlier  of  a  similar 
coin  fell  short,  and  I  was  forced  to  raise  my  bid  on  this  sale.  It  finally  paid 
off,  and  now  I  am  down  to  needing  just  one  more  coin  to  complete  the  set. 

Now  the  calendar  reads  December  The  mail  arrives  on  Monday. 
In  the  stack  of  assorted  bills,  letters,  and  papers  is  a  fixed  price  list  from 
the  Money  Shop  in  Scottsdale,  Arizona.  This  may  be  the  chance,  1  tell 
myself  as  1  walk  to  the  house. 

That  evening,  going  through  the  price  list,  I  come  to  the  Morgan 
Dollar  section  As  I  scan  the  list,  there  it  is!!  The  last  dollar  required  for 
the  set  -  an  1894  in  very  good  With  very  little  hesitation,  I  asked  my  wife 
to  call  and  reserve  the  coin  on  her  lunch  hour  the  next  day.  She  said  that 
would  be  no  problem. 

Tuesday  afternoon  my  wife  called  me  at  work  to  let  me  know  that 
the  coin  was  still  available  and  has  been  reserved  for  me.  After  I  hung  up 
the  phone,  I  leaned  back  in  my  chair  and  took  a  minute  to  reflect  an 
completing  the  major  numismatic  project  of  my  undertaking. 

That  evening  a  money  order  was  purchased,  and  the  purchase  was 
confirmed  with  a  phone  call  from  Barbara  at  the  Money  Shop.  I  told  her 
that  this  coin  was  the  last  one  required  for  the  set.  She  congratulated  me 
and  said  it  would  be  sent  as  soon  as  the  money  order  is  received  by  them. 

This  is  the  conclusion  of  a  project  that  began  in  the  spring  of  1980 
when  a  friend  asked  be  to  go  the  local  flea  market  with  him.  I  have 
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purchased  these  coins  from  local  dealers,  mail  bid  sales,  dealers  at  coin 
shows  in  four  states,  and  mail  order  dealers  from  the  East  Coast  to  the 
West  Coast.  Fortunately,  I  have  had  no  bad  experiences  with  any  of  them 
in  search  of  these  or  any  other  coins  that  have  been  purchased,  especially 
the  more  valuable  pieces. 

Except  for  a  couple  of  the  high  grade  uncirculated  pieces,  the  set 
is  very  will  matched  for  grade,  toning,  and  color  It  is  a  set  that  I  enjoyed 
putting  together,  and  will  enjoy  owning  for  many  years. 

Does  anyone  else  have  an  interesting  story  of  completing  a  set  or 
project0  If  so,  share  it  with  the  rest  of  us.  It  is  fun  to  hear  of  other  peoples 
goals  and  accomplishments.  This  is  what  coin  collecting  is  all  about  - 
having  jun1!

This  year's  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  Convention  was 
held  in  Kansas  City's  Convention  Center,  April  25-28  Don  Hespe,  John 
Veach,  Quent  Hansen,  and  1  decided  to  take  in  this  years  CSNS 
Convention  Thursday,  April  25th,  started  out  like  any  work  day,  but  it  did 
not  end  that  way.  I  left  work  early  to  pick  Don  up  at  his  place  of 
employment  Don  and  I  made  a  quick  stop  at  my  house  before  we  went  to 
Ouent's  house  to  meet  him  and  John  at  3:00  p  m 

This  convention  was  going  to  be  Quents  first  time  to  a  National 
Coin  Show,  so  the  rest  of  us  were  giving  him  pointers  on  what  to  expect 
On  the  way  to  Kansas  City,  John  was  the  first  one  to  see  a  speed  limit  sign 
that  was  70  MPH  We  made  a  stop  in  St.  Joe  for  gas  and  snacks.  At  6:30 
p  m  we  arrived  at  the  Marriot  in  K.C  where  John  had  made  reservations. 

The  first  person  we  recognized  in  the  hotel  lobby  was  Q.  David  Bowers. 

Dave  Bowers  saw  us  and  said  he  could  spot  coin  collectors  a  mile  away. 

Don,  John,  and  I  brought  exhibits  along  to  set  up  at  the  convention  We 
found  out  we  could  set  them  up  that  night,  so  we  walked  across  the  street  to 
the  convention  center  and  set  our  exhibits  in  place  Later  that  evening  we 
ate  at  Chappell's,  a  sports  bar,  in  North  Kansas  city.

The  "bottom  line"  to  coin  collecting  is  that  you  should  have  fun  doing  it. 
Numismatics  should  be  a  stimulating,  exciting,  enjoyable  pursuit.  Here  at  Bowers  and 
Merena  we  enjoy  what  we  do,  and  we'll  do  our  best  to  have  you  experience  the  same 
happiness. 

Here  are  some  ways  you  can  maximize  your  enjoyment  of  what  has  been  ailed 
"the  world’s  greatest  hobby": 

♦  Roses:  Stop  to  smell  the  roses.  Take  your  time.  No  great  coin  collection,  no  matter 
what  its  value  is  (a  great  collection  an  be  worth  a  few  thousand  dollars  or  a  few  million 
dollars;  there  are  no  rules),  was  ever  built  in  a  week,  a  month,  or  a  year.  Enjoy  coins 
as  you  acquire  them  over  a  period  of  time.  Once  you  add  a  1925  Vancouver  half  dollar, 
1907  Indian  cent,  I9I4-S  $20  gold  piece,  1857  half  cent — or  whatever— to  your 
collection,  take  time  to  study  it  under  magniflation.  How  was  it  made?  Who  designed 
it?  What  are  the  styles  of  the  portrait,  lettering,  numerals?  If  asked,  could 

you  spend  a  minute  or  two  describing  the  coin  to  someone  who  knew 
nothing  about  numismatics? 

♦  Slavery  abolished:  Don't  be  a  slave  to  anyone  else’s  opinion. 

Contrary  to  what  you  may  read  elsewhere,  while  MS-65  coins 
are  dandy,  just  about  every  collection  worth  talking 
about — and  this  includes  all  of  the  great  ones — have  had 
lots  of  coins  in  Good,  Fine,  Very  Fine,  and  other  grades. 

If  you  want  to  collect  modern  commemoratives  made 
since  1982,  or  other  modern  issues,  by  all  means  worship 
at  the  MS-65  shrine.  However,  if  you  go  back  further  in 
time,  think  for  yourself.  Form  your  own  grade  require¬ 
ments  based  upon  your  budget  and  desire  for  completion. 

Personally,  we'd  rather  have  a  complete  date  set  of  Indian 
cents  from  1879  to  1909  in  nice  Extremely  Fine  grade  than  just 
one  or  two  gem  MS-66  coins.  Don't  let  anyone  be  your  master 
when  it  comes  to  collecting.  Think  and  act  for  yourself.  If  you 
an  afford  a  complete  collection  of  MS-65  coins,  go  for  it!  But,  if 
you  are  like  99.9%  of  the  numismatists  in  Ameria,  you  do  not  have 
unlimited  funds.  Collect  what  you  an  afford. 
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♦  "Slabs"  are  common  In  cemeteries:  And,  no  one  questions  their  use  there. 
However,  when  it  comes  to  slabbed  coins  in  numismatics,  use  certification  as  a  starting 
point.  We  do  this  when  we  buy  (and,  we  think  we  know  what  we  are  doing].  If  we 
could  simply  buy  coins  sight  unseen  based  upon  the  grade  marked  on  a  slab,  we  would 
need  no  expert  numismatists  on  our  staff  and  we  would  not  have  to  constantly  travel 
all  over  America  to  buy.  We'd  certainly  save  a  lot  of  money!  Think  about  it. 

♦  Get  thee  to  a  bookery  Or,  at  least,  sit  down  near  a  bookshelf  from  time  to  time. 
Books  are  a  win-win  situation.  Good  books  about  coins  will  at  once  provide 
knowledge  and  increase  your  interest.  If  we  could  not  replace  it,  we  would  not  sell 
our  numismatic  library  for  its  weight  in  gold!  The  good  news  is  that  today  in  1996 
there  are  more  good  coin  books  in  print  than  ever  before.  Enjoy! 

♦  See  the  whole  picture:  And  in  color  and  in  three  dimensions.  A  collection  of 
coins  is  like  a  museum.  These  little  "messengers  from  the  past"  were  there  when  the 
Civil  War  was  fought,  when  the  Louisiana  Purchase  was  being  explored,  when  B-17 
bombers  were  being  test  flown  over  Puget  Sound,  when  the  mutiny  actually  happened 
on  the  Bounty.  Coins,  like  fine  art  or  antiques,  are  meant  to  be  savored,  to  be  enjoyed. 
It  costs  you  no  more  to  "see  the  whole  picture"  once  you  own  a  coin.  Enjoy  your 
coins,  which  brings  us  back  to  number  one  in  this  list:  take  time  to  smell  the  roses.
